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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claim 5 has been canceled. 

Claims 1, -3, 6 - 18, and 20 have been amended. 

Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 20 have been examined.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 20 are rejected under 35 USC 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. The following is recommended to overcome the rejection. 

1 . (Currently Amended) A design system executing on a computer and stored 

on a computer readable medium comprising a set of standard directives configured to cause the 
display of segments of code, the segments of code comprising an active segment of code and an 
inactive segment of code, wherein the set of standard directives are configured to display the 
active segment of code in a first display color and the inactive segment of code in a second 
display color different than the first display color. 

9. (Currently Amended) A method of displaying segments of source code 

stored on a machine-readable medium and executing on a computer in an integrated development 
environment, comprising: 

distinguishing inactive segments of the source code from active segments of the source code by 
applying a standard directive; and displaying the active segments of the source code in a first 
display color and the inactive segments of the source code in a second display color different 
than the first display color. 

14. (Currently Amended) A design system executing on a computer and stored 

on a computer readable medium . comprising: 
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means for distinguishing active segments of code from inactive segments of code by applying a 
standard directive; and means for displaying the active segments of code in a first display color 
and for displaying inactive segments of code in a second display color. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 2-4, and 6 - 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The term standard directive is not in the Specification. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1- 4, 6 - 20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
